State Agent for Negro Work 
Food and Feed Production 
ae ea rroauction 
Gardens: 


H. F. Wilson, Agent, Monroe-Lamar Counties, reports that he has 
Six gardens started which he plans to give special attention. 


A. H. Hinesman, Agent, Bibb County, states that 35 acres have been 
planted in turnips by his farmers. Twelve farmers have one acre 
each planted in collards. 


Iwenty-five gardens planted in Baldwin County by Agent Wm. W. 
Hatcher as a result of three demonstration meetings held in 
Baldwin County. 


Agent B., §. Adams, Chatham County, reports that he made three 
visits to club members who have gardens and gave advice relative 
to the use of fertilizer. 


In Randolph County, Agent J. P. Powell reports that farmers have 
set 1,500 cabbage plants during the month. Twelve demonstrations 
were given, reaching 75 homes, 


Corn: 


Eighty club members who planted two acre corn plats in Houston-— 
Peach Counties are expecting a good yield. These 80 club members 
Will average 28 bushels per acre. 


Thirteen demonstrations conducted by Agent J. P. Powell, Randolph 
County, in selecting seed corn. 


Sixteen demonstrations given in selecting seed corn in Hancock 
County. 


Agent E. Stallworth, Sumter County, made sixteen visits to club 
members in corn who expressed appreciation for information given 
them on cultivation and fertilization of corn, 


Hay: 


In Liberty County, two farmers have cut from two acres, nineteen 
large stacks of hay. 


Agent A. H. Hinecman, Bibb County, reports that 200 acres of hay 
have been harvested and Saved; 25 visits made relative to saving 
of hay. 
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In Randolph County, 500 tons of hay saved during the month. In 
Houston-Peach Counties, 200 tons of hay saved by club members. 


Peanuts: 


550 tons of peanuts harvested by farmers in Houston-Peach Counties. 


Winter Cover Crops and Legumes: 


Eighteen club members have planted one acre in rye as a cover crop 
in Houston-Peach Counties. 


Agent B. §. Adams, Chatham County, reports; "Held one meeting of 
a committee relative to cover crops for soil building. Made 
arrangements to secure hairy vetch for fall planting with oats 

as forage and soil building crops. 


Started a campaign by the use of circular letters and committees 
working to see how many acres we will be able to put in vetch this 
fall and then buy the seed cooperatively and distribute them among 
the farmers, 


587 circular letters have been mailed to farmers in the interest 
of this campaign; 28 homes visited in the interest of same to 
regular club members and nine visits to other farmers." 


Livestock: 


(a) Poultry: In Baldwin County, a club member reports the follow- 
ing: "I am proud of my Reds. I have caved 75 out of 100 baby 
chicks that I bought." 


Agent B. S. Adams, Chatham County, makes the following report: 
"Two visits made to poultry projects and discussed the worth of 
change and balanced food for €gg production. Gave one demonstra- 
tion in culling; 48 birds culled." 


In Hancock County, Agent E. L. Cooper reports,six demonstrations 
in culling poultry were given. 


T. W. Brown, Washington County, reports the following: "Four 
culling demonstrations given; 46 people attending. Three demon- 
strations were given in ridding poultry of lice; 60 birds treated," 


The following report comes from Liberty County: "Two flocks of 


chickens culled; one demonstration given in feeding and caring 
for flock. One poultry house built; 300 biddies hatched." 


Hogs: 


Agent J. C. Ralston, Liberty County, reports the following: 
"Fifteen hogs treated; five pigs weighed for the pig contest." 
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A. H. Hinesman of Bibb County, reports that five farmers with 
sows have farrowed 36 pigs this month. A total of 339 pigs 
farrowed this year. 


Two demonstrations given in treating hogs for lice in Baldwin 
County; ten present. 


Cows; 
Agent D. A. Starks, Clarke County, reports: "One Jersey bull 
purchased for community breeding, also two graded Jersey calves 
purchased for club work." 

Sanitation and Health 
Agent T. W. Brown of Washington County, reports that during the 


month, twenty-two churches were cleaned and four poultry houses 
cleaned and disinfected.

Narrative Report---—Boys! Club Work 


During the month of September, 1,593 club boys enrolled in club 
work, There were twenty-four teams trained in giving demonstra- 
tions; twenty-one teams trained in judging livestock and field 
crops. There were fifty-nine club demonstrations given. 116 
club meetings with 448 members present were held. The agents 
made seventy-three visits to club members' homes or farms; nine 
visits were made to schools,where talke were given, 


Programs were furnished to fifteen organized clubs. Two club 
fairs were held, with twenty-nine persons present. 


The agents attended ten organized club meetings; wrote four club 
circulars and three news articles to daily and local newspapers. 


Exhibits of corn, potatoes and meat were sent by club boys to the 
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Southeastern Fair. 

Corn Club; 

In Liberty County, one team trained in selecting seed corn; three 
teams trained in selecting seed corn in Sumter County, and two 
trained in Washington County. 


Thirty-two bushels of corn per acre are favorable for club boys in 
Peach-Houston Counties. 


Eighteen club boys selected seed corn in Randolph County. 


Pig Club: 


Sixty boys in pig club in Houston-Peach Counties are pushing 
their pigs. These pigs will average 128 each. 


In Baldwin County, thirty boys started in pig club are doing well. 


In Liberty County, five club boys weighed their pigs,which 
averaged well. 


Nineteen club boys in pig club were visited by Agent E., Stallworth 
and instructions in feeding and judging were given. 


In Randolph County, club boys have set 1,500 cabbage plants during 
the month; eighteen have selected their seed corn in the field for 
next year and most of the club boys will make exhibits at the 
County Fair, while each boy is urged to do So.

Food Production 


Home Gardening: Some home demonstration agents reported that the 


sardens are doing well. Others reported that tne rains have 
affected their gardens. 311 new fall gardens were planted. 


Home Poultry: Six hundred and forty-eight baby chicks and 5 guineas 
were reported for the month. Eight families are feeding their 
poultry better. Six families built better poultry houses. 


Home Dairying: Two families bought good ows. 990 pounds of butter 
were produced. 9,288 pounds of cream and 7,910 pounds of milk 
were produced. Two families built sanitary cow houses. 


Newton County: Agent, Miss Seabie Russell reported: "Six families 
are keeping better dairy records. 208 pounds of butter made; $12.00 
worth of cream sold and 297 pounds of milk. $24.00 worth of milk 
sold. People are learning to feed their cows. Two families puilt 
new stalls for their cows, 


Home Marketing. 


The agents reported that the club women are beginning to keep 
records of the work done by them and of the sales which they make 
from their farm and home products. 

Sold: Milk $210.50; vegetables $306.57; fruits $154.55; eggs 
482.82; poultry $20.86; butter $156.24; cream $37.00; miscellaneous 
dairy products; $295.50 miscellaneous poultry products 2015003 
miscellaneous products $50,00.........

Sanitation and Health 


Two kitchens were cleaned and rearranged; 1 well improved, 24 homes 
cleaned; 18 floors scrubbed; 68 quilts and blankets washed, 18 
curtains washed; 25 ditches were dug to drain yards; l yard and 
home were cleaned for a family of sick people. Two toilets were 
cleaned; 51 yards were cleaned; 12 health lectures were given; 47 
children were examined by nealth autnorities. 


Home Industry and Thrift 
There was an unusual amount of sewing done during the month due to 
the people preparing exhibits for the various fairs. The home dem- 
onstration agents reported the following results in handwork: 
Dresses made 137; undergarments made 93; men's shirts made 
27; caps and aprons made 34; pairs pillow cases made 5; pairs or 
curtains made 12; scarfs and table covers made 8; towels made 54; 
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pairs slippers made or crocheted 1; pillow tops 11; handkerchiefs 
made 32; quilts completed 14; bed spreads completed 1; hand bags 
made 3. 

Millinery: Hats made - two, 


Handicraft: Rugs made 6; sewing tables made 5; pine needle baskets 
made 15; flower stands 1; chairs caned 3; and shuck mats made 26. 


Cooking and Food Conservation 


Cooking: Twenty-nine demonstrations were given in cooking and 
canning. 


Canning: The following results were reported in canning for the 
montana: 412 quarts of vegetables canned; 328 quarts of fruits canned; 
412 quarts of preserves made; 222 quarts of pickles made; 3285 
glasses of jelly made; 10 quarts of chow chow made; 12 jars of 
Dixie Relish made; 6 bottles of chili sauce made; al bottles of 
vinegar made; 12 bottles of catsup made and 64 bottles of fruit 
juice made. 


Home Improvement 


Interior: Seven walls were cleaned and papered, Sixteen walls and 
6 tloors were painted. 


Exterior: Five fences were repaired and 6 sets of steps Were built. 


Landscaping: Five yards were laid off and improved, and grass plant 
ed.

for the Georgia State Fair. There were 7 club meetings held during 
the month with an attendance of 125." 


Laurens County: Mrs. Effie Lampkin, H. D. A.yeported: "Held a 
meeting for County Council. The waather was very unfavorable and 
only three members present and these advanced some new ideas for 
their community work. This has been a very busy month for club 
members. They are all busy picking cotton and peas, and doing 
general farm work. Twelve clubs sent exhibits to the Southeastern 
Fair. Two demonstrations were given in sewing, 7 garments made 
and 15 undergarments.
